In ten years, St. Albans nearly doubled its population. The 
growth, most of which occurred east of Springfield Boulevard 
to the city line, is of good quality. New homes are mostly 
single-family dwellings. Extension of subway transportation to 
Jamaica, with connecting bus lines to subway terminals, has 
made this area easily accessible to Manhattan at low transpor- 
tation cost. The Cross Island Parkway has added easy access 
by motor. The district's best homes are in the west section, along 
Linden Boulevard. This area has the appearance of a good 
suburb. It is close to the former St. Alban's Country Club, now 
the site of a Naval Veterans' Hospital. Shopping is done mostly 
on Linden, Farmers, and Merrick Boulevards.
